CULTURE:—Plant in a sunny well-drained situation usS- 


ing a rich porous soil. After plant has reached a height of 
six or eight inches pinch the top out to make a better 
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shaped self-supporting specimen, that will produce more 
flowering stems. A weekly application of liquid manure 
after the buds are showing, will produce better flowers. A 
light covering of excelsior will help keep the plants over 
winter — this should only be used after the ground has 
frozen.
